During  the  year  1903  there  have  been  registered  338  births  (176 
males,  162  females),  the  natural  increase  for  the  year  being  145. 

The  birth  rate  is  21.0  per  L,000  per  annum,  and  the  rate  of 
mortality  is  11.99  per  1,000  per  annum.  17.09  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  were  children  under  5  years  of  age,  against  20.11  per  cent,  of 
last  year.  39.37  per  cent,  were  persons  of  65  years  and  upwards, 
against  81.16  per  cent,  of  1902. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths 
of  children  under  1  year  of  age  per  1,000  born  is  76.92,  against  74.28 
of  1902.  The  rate  of  mortality  of  males  of  all  ages  per  1,000  of 
population  is  6.4,  and  of  females  5.5. 

The  death  rate  from  Zymotic  Diseases  per  1,000  of  population  is 


.37,  against  .25  of  last  year.

Smallpox. — There  have  been  two  outbreaks  of  this  disease  during 
the  year.  The  first  was  reported  in  January  from  Prestbury,  and 
comprised  4  cases — 8  males  and  1  female.  The  former  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  Greenway,  Sutton,  but  owing  to  lack  of 
accommodation  it  was  impossible  to  remove  the  woman  and  she  there¬ 
fore  received  treatment  at  her  own  house.  All  four  patients  had  been 
vaccinated  in  infancy  ;  the  disease  was  of  confluent  type  and  traceable 
to  Keddish.  Many  persons  in  the  neighbourhood  were  re-vaccinated 
and  there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease. 
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The  second  outbreak  occurred  in  the  township  of  Gawsworth  in 
March.  The  patient,  a  male,  having  contracted  the  disease  in  a 
lodging  house  in  Macclesfield.  He" was  removed  to  Hospital  and  no 
further  case  occurred. 

In  each  instance  all  articles  which  could  not  be  satisfactorily  dis¬ 
infected  were  destroyed,  and  replaced  at  the  expense  of  the  Bural 
Council. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 46  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  against  27 
of  last  year,  i.e.,  11  in  Alderley,  I  in  Bolhngton,  18  in  Gawsworth,  8 
in  Prestbury,  and  8  in  Sutton.  Two  deaths  occurred,  1  in  Gawsworth 
and  1  in  Prestbury. 

Membranous  Croup. — Only  1  case,  which  terminated  fatally,  has 
been  reported  from  the  township  of  Prestbury. 

Typhus  Fever. — No  case  notified. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Only  2  cases  of  this  disease  occurred,  against  8 
of  last  year — 1  in  the  township  of  Alderley  and  1  in  Rainow,  both  of 
which  recovered. 

Puerperal  Fever.— 1  case  occurred  in  Alderley. 

Erysipelas.-—!  cases  occurred — 1  in  Gawsworth  and  3  in  Prest¬ 
bury.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Measles  were  very  prevalent  in  the  districts  of  Marton,  Siddington, 
and  Wildboarclough,  and  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  schools  for  a 
short  time.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  disease  was  of  a  very  mild 
type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough. — 1  death  was  reported  from  this  disease  in 
Alderley. 

Rheumatic  Fever. — No  death  notified. 

Phthisis.— 10  deaths  were  reported  against  G  of  last  year — 1  in 
Alderley,  1  in  Gawsworth,  0  in  Prestbury,  1  in  Rainow,  and  2  in 
Sutton. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy.— 24  deaths  were  leported 
from  these  diseases,  against  16  of  last  year. 

Heart  Diseases.- — 23  deaths  were  reported. 

Influenza. — There  were  3  deaths  from  this  disease- — 1  in  Alderley, 
1  in  Prestbury,  and  1  in  Rainow. 


Accidents. — 7  deaths  occurred. 

All  Other  Diseases. — 119  deaths,  against  62  of  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  193,  is  somewhat  larger  than  that  of 
last  year,  169,  but  the  cause  has  occurred  chiefly  in  persons  over  65 
years  of  age,  and  has  not  been  due  to  any  one  special  disease. 

Alderley. — There  have  been  17  cases  of  infectious  sickness  in  this 
district,  i.e.,  4  of  Diphtheria,  1  of  Puerperal  Fever,  1  of  Enteric,  and 
11  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  school  at  Great  Warford  was  closed  in 
January,  owing  to  Diphtheria  being  in  the  district,  and  again  in  October 
for  the  same  reason. 

Bollington.— From  this  district  only  1  case  of  infectious  disease 
was  notified,  i.e.,  Scarlet  Fever.  The  disease  was  not  traceable,  and 
the  patient  recovered. 

Gaw'sworth. — 21  cases  of  infectious  sickness  were  reported,  i.e.,  1 
of  Erysipelas,  1  of  Diphtheria,  1  of  Small-pox,  and  18  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  latter  in  the  Bosley  District,  it  was 
necessary  to  close  the  school  during  January  and  February.  In  several 
instances  the  disease  was  directly  traceable  to  persons  from  infected 
houses  visiting  their  neighbours. 

Prestbury.— 20  cases  occurred  in  this  neighbourhood,  8  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  3  of  Erysipelas,  1  of  Membranous  Croup,  4  of  Diphtheria,  and 
4  of  Small-pox.  The  latter  was  traceable  to  Reddish. 

Rainow. — Only  2  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported,  1  of 
Diphtheria,  and  1  of  Enteric.  The  school  at  Wildboarclough  was 
closed  during  May  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  and  the  school  at  Macclesfield  Forest  was  closed  for  a  short  time 
in  March  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  Chicken-pox  amongst  the 
scholars. 

Sutton. — 9  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  from  this 
township— 8  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1  of  Diphtheria. 

Information  was  received  in  May  that  a  quantity  of  Army  blankets, 
in  a  filthy  condition,  had  been  purchased  by  a  firm  near  Congleton. 
On  visiting  the  place,  I  found  that  the  majority  of  them  had  been  sent 
into  Congleton  and  these  were  dealt  with  by  the  authorities  there. 
One  blanket,  however,  was  on  the  place,  though  not  in  use,  and  as  it 
was  in  a  very  dirty  condition,  being  soiled  with  blood,  excrement  and 
food,  it  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  immedi¬ 
ately  burnt. 


On  the  receipt  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  I  have  visited 
the  dwellings  where  such  outbreaks  occurred  and  made  careful  in¬ 
vestigation  to  discover  the  source  of  Infection.  The  Sanitary  conditions 
have  been  satisfactory  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  when  defects  existed 
they  have,  as  far  as  possible,  been  remedied. 

In  no  instance  has  infection  been  traceable  to  the  milk  supply,  and 
I  should  like  to  add  that  throughout  the  various  townships  of  the 
district  I  have  found  the  most  scrupulous  care  and  cleanliness  in  regard 
to  all  matters  relating  to  dairy  work.

OUTBREAKS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  DURING  1903. 
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SURVEYOR  AND  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1903. 


To  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen,— 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report, 
shewing  what  has  been  done  in  your  district  in  my  department  during 
the  year  1908. 


Area  of  District  (acres)  . 79,618 

Population,  1901  . . 15,775 

Number  of  Townships .  87 

Number  of  Houses  .  8,622 


3  Waste-pipes  were  disconnected  from  drains. 

28  Houses  were  provided  with  efficient  drains  of  glazed  socketted 
pipes,  where  none  previously  existed,  or  to  replace  inefficient  ones. 

83  Inlets  to  drains  -were  trapped. 

9  New  privies  were  built.  Many  others  were  re-arranged  to  pre¬ 
vent  exposure  of  their  contents  to  any  rainfall  or  drainage. 

4  Houses,  which  were  so  damp  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  health  of 
the  occupants,  were  improved  by  the  provision  of  means  for  carrying 
off  the  roof  water,  by  structural  repairs,  or  by  draining  the  sites. 

16  Sleeping-rooms  were  provided  with  efficient  means  of  ventilation. 

Many  other  nuisances  arising  from  blocked  drains,  inefficient 
drainage  disposal,  the  keeping  of  swine  and  other  animals,  and 
accumulations  of  house  and  other  refuse,  etc.,  were  abated. 

67  Statutory  Notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
for  the  provision  of  water  supplies,  or  for  the  provision  of  efficient 
drains. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

Sulphur  for  fumigation  and  other  disinfectants  were  supplied  to 
houses  in  which  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  had  occurred,  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

The  Slaughter-houses  were  visited  at  intervals,  and  were  found 
clean  and  in  good  order. 
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The  Effluent  Outfalls  from  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  where  they 
discharge  into  streams  in  your  district,  were  visited  at  intervals. 
Complaints  were  received  as  to  the  condition  of  the  stream  which 
receives  the  effluents  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  of  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Alderley  Edge  and  Wiimslow.  There  is  some  reason  to 
believe  that  a  child,  who  died  of  Diptheria  in  Great  Warlord,  contracted 
the  disease  in  playing  about  this  stream.  Representations  were  made 
to  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee,  in  whose  jurisdiction  these 
works  are  sitnate,  and  an  assurance  was  received  that  pressure  should 
be  brought  to  bear  on  these  two  Urban  Councils  to  cease  polluting  the 
stream. 

175  Houses  and  2  Public  Elementary  Schools  were  provided  with 
new  or  improved  water  supplies. 

10  Samples  of  water  were  sent  for  aualysis,  six  of  which  were 
reported  unfit  lor  domestic  use.  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  prevent 
the  use  of  these  waters  for  domestic  purposes. 

8  Certificates  for  18  houses  were  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  of  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878. 

5  Houses  unfit  for  habitation  were  vacated  without  the  service  of 
Statutory  Notice. 

10  Persons  were  registered  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Order,  1885. 

883  Persons  are  now  registered.  Most  of  the  premises  were  visited 
and  weae  usually  found  in  satisfactory  order  with  regard  to  cleanliness. 

21  Sets  of  plans  of  New  Buildings  (including  40  houses),  were 
approved.  The  Buildings  during  the  course  of  their  erection  were 
visited  frequently  to  see  that  the  Byelaws  were  being  adhered  to. 

20  Canal  Boats  were  inspected  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877 
and  1884.  The  boats  were  registered  for  61  adults,  and  they  carried 
89  men,  6  women,  and  6  children,  a  percentage  of  76.4,  11.8,  and  11.8 
respectively,  as  compared  with  90.4,  5.7,  and  3.9  in  the  previous  year. 
One  boat  was  not  marked  as  required  by  the  Act.  This  irregularity 
was  promptly  amended-  No  other  infringement  of  the  Acts  or 
Regulations  was  met  with. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  was-  met  with. 

Under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  visits  of  inspection 
were  made  to  the  known  Factories  and  Workshops,  and  records  made 
of  those  matters  which  are  brought  by  this  Act  under  the  supervision 
of  District  Councils. 
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POYNTON  SEWERS.  20  Houses  were  newly  drained  into  tlio 
sewers  at  Poynton  445  Houses  are  now  so  drained.  The  effluent 
samples  collected  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  the  staff  of  the 
Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  were  all  favourably  reported  upon. 

BOROUGH  WATER  EXTENSIONS.  The  proposals  to  purchase 
water  under  the  provisions  of  Section  61  cf  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  from  the  Macclesfield  Corporation,  and  to  distribute  it  in  several 
Townships  in  your  district,  was  the  subject  of  a  Local  Enquiry  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  on  the  receipt  of  their  approval  the 
work  was  at  once  taken  in  hand.  8,395  yards  of  water  mains  were 
laid  in  the  Townships  of  Upton,  Fallibroome,  Prestbury,  Butley,  and 
Tytherington.  On  the  completion  of  the  works  copies  of  the  Regu¬ 
lations,  Scale  of  Charges,  and  Forms  of  application  for  a  supply  were 
sent  to  the  owners  of  every  house  en  route.  Where  there  was 
dilatoriness  in  availing  themselves  of  the  supply,  Statutory  Notices 
were  served.  The  water  is  now  in  use  at  every  house  en  route,  except 
two  which  have  private  supplies  of  a  satisfactory  character, —

RAINOW  WATER  SUPPLY.  The  proposals  to  construct  water 
works  for  the  supply  of  a  portion  of  the  Township  of  Rainow  were  also 
the  subject  of  a  Local  Enquiry  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  who 
sanctioned  the  Scheme.  Since  then  the  Parish  Council  have  petitioned 
you  not  to  proceed  with  the  Scheme.  A  petition  to  the  same  effect, 
which  is  signed  by  a  large  majority  of  the  ratepayers,  including  the 
occupiers  of  three-fourths  of  the  houses  to  which  the  proposed  supply 
would  be  conveyed,  has  also  been  sent  in  to  you. 

POYNTON  WATER  WORKS.  The  waterworks  at  Poynton, 
which  are  owned  by  Lord  Vernon,  were  extended  by  the  laying  of  1,800 
yards  of  new  mains,  the  construction  of  a  pumping  station  and  a  new 
small  service  reservoir  for  the  nigher  parts  of  the  Township.  The 
pumping  machinery  is  driven  by  a  gas  engine.  84  Houses  were  newly 
supplied.  459  Houses  are  now  supplied  by  these  works. 

CHORLEY  AND  WARFORD  WATER  SUPPLY.  15  Houses 
in  Great  Warford  were  newly  supplied  from  the  Stockport  Corporation 
water  mains.  The  Corporation  now  supply  27  houses  in  Chorh  y,  and 
21  in  Warford. 

TAXAL  WATER  SUPPLY.  The  proposals  to  purchase  water 
in  bulk  from  the  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  Council  and  to 
distribute  it  in  parts  of  the  Township  of  Taxal  were  approved  by  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  works  (including  the  laying  of  680 
yards  of  mains)  are  completed,  and  are  now  supplying  41  of  the  58 
houses  en  route. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.  Your  Hospital  for  the  isolation  of 
persons  suffering  from  Smallpox,  which  had  been  lent  to  the  Guardians 
during  the  last  8  weeks  of  the  previous  year,  was  re-opened  on  the  17th 
January.  On  that  day  a  man  living  in  lodgings  at  Prestbury  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease,  and  was  promptly  removed  to 
the  Hospital.  The  other  occupants  of  the  house  were  the  husband, 
wife,  daughter,  and  a  second  lodger.  The  house  and  its  contents  were 
disinfected.  As  the  occupants  were  not  re- vaccinated,  they  were  kept 
in  quarantine. 

On  the  1st  February  the  husband  developed  the  disease,  and  was 
at  once  removed  to  the  Hospital.  On  the  3rd  February  your  Medical 
Offic  er  of  Health  sent  to  the  Hospital  a  man  suffering  from  the  disease. 
This  man  had  no  settled  home,  and  had  presented  himself  that  morning 
at  the  surgery  of  a  medical  practitioner  in  the  Borough,  who  sent  him 
on  to  the  surgery  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  also  in  the 
Borough,  where  he  arrived  after  perambulating  the  town  for  several 
hours  On  the  5th  February  the  wife  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
the  disease.  As  the  Hospital  contained  as  many  cases  as  it  was  built 
to  accommodate,  and  as  one  of  these  was  a  serious  case  occupying  at 
times  the  whole  attention  of  the  attendants,  the  wife  had  of  necessity 
to  be  isolated  at  home.  On  the  8th  February  the  daughter  and  the 
second  lodger  were  re-vaccinated.  There  was  no  further  spread  of  the 
disease. 

The  Hospital  was  closed  on  the  24th  March. 

Late  on  the  29th  March  information  was  received  that  a  man 
living  in  Gawsworth  was  suffering  from  Smallpox.  The  following 
morning  the  Hospital  was  re-opened,  and  the  case  removed  there. 
Everybody  who  had  been  in  contact  with  this  case,  was  promptly 
re- vaccinated,  and  there  was  no  spread  of  the  disease.  This  patient 
recovered  quickly,  and  the  Hospital  was  finally  closed  on  the  19th  May. 

1,887  letters  were  received,  and  a  proportionate  number  written, 
on  the  business  of  the  office.
